The general is el presidente He is also Fidel 
Castro’s buddy-buddy; they walk together down the Marxist 
line. The Ford task force and Torrijo’s boys were figuring 
out how to gradually switch ownership of the Canal, piece by 
piece. Now that Reagan has blown his whistle, things have 
cooled off. 
Our State Dept, attempts to justify the give-away of US 
sovereignty over the Canal by explaining that the treaty 
acquiring the Zone was signed in 1903 After all. says State, 
that was a long time ago and conditions change Well, follow 
that line and there goes Alaska (purchased from Russia in 
1858).

ap­

inches 
apart, or place one plant to a 
six or eight-inch pot Be sure 
the annual you choose is a 
summer flowering type and 
one that w ill endure the heat 
and long days of summer 
Dwarf

DEAR GAIL — I presume that after the above 
treatments there would be no excess wax remaining, 
but should there be remove it by scraping with a DI LL 
knife Heal treatments are mainly for white candles, as 
the heat may set the dye in colored wax. Try using one 
cup alcohol to two cups of water. 
It is always best to carefully check, before lighting a 
candle, to see if there is something to catch the dripping 
wax. Large decorative candles may have to be placed in 
a saucer or other such container. Small round glass 
collars can be bought to go on regular size candle 
holders to catch the drips. —POLLY.
